DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, maciiine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as non-statutory because 
the method claims as presented do not claim a technological basis. Without a claimed 
basis, the claims are interpreted as involving no more than a manipulation outside of a 
technological art and therefore non-statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

In contrast, a method claim that includes in the preamble and body of the claim 
structural / functional interrelationships that are solely by computer (and non-trivial) are 
considered to have a technological basis and thus within the technological arts [See Ex 
parte Bowman, 61 USPQ2d 1669, 1671 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 2001)- used only for 
content and reasoning since not precedential]. 

Claims which are broad enough to read on statutory subject matter and on 
nonstatutory subject matter are considered nonstatutory [see In re Lintnen 458 F.2d 
1013, 1015, 173 USPQ 560, 562 (CCPA 1972)]. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Issa in view of Hanson et al. 

Issa discloses a method, computer readable medium and apparatus for providing 
a transaction environment. Multiple orders are aggregated for bidding based on desired 
discount rate { ). There is disclosed a winning bid selected from at least one vendor, 
and the winning bid allocated in accordance with the greatest discount rate ( ). Since 
the wining bid is separated into the corresponding buyers, there is present also 
separating into first and second portions. 

There is not disclosed explicitly that a first and second volume for first and 
second order where the allocation is in accordance thereof. 

Hanson et al discloses volume considerations of bidding (col 128, lines 16-34). 
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it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include a first 
and second volume for first and second order where the allocation is in accordance 
thereof because Issa teaches the importance of volume basis of bidding (para 0090- 
0091).
